Berlin Report on Raid. ; 
The official statement reads: 

On the night of Nov. 1-2 small Ger 
man naval vessels advanced from 
points of support on the coast of 
Flanders against the trade routes be- 
tween the Thames and Holland. 
They stopped and searched several 
Steamers and brought two of them 
which were suspicious into port. A 
third steamer which was er to 
follow has not yet arrived. 

As they were returning some of our 
torpedo boats were shelled for a brief 
time without success by four British 
cruisers, Our naval forces all re- 
turned safely. 


No German Ships Lost. 
The admiralty also has made the fol- 
lowing announcement: 

It is once more stated that all the 
German torpedo boats which partook 
in the enterprise in the English chan- 
nel on the night of Oct. 26-27 re- 
turned. No boat was damaged by. 
shells or mines. The German tory 
pedo boats were by no means driven 
away by the British, for there were 
present no British forces that could 
have done this. The few Britfsh de- 
stroyers which showed themselves 
were in part sunk by shots, being so 
taken by surprise that they could not 
fire one shot, while the remainder 
saved themselves by flight.

‘Already their places at home have been filled 
by women, who have by necessity received an in- 
dtstrial training and a wage receiving place in 
industry which they will not surrender. The end 
of the war will find vastly more numerous and 
vastly more efficient wage earners than existed 
before the war. 

Also it means lower wages. 

Lower wages, higher efficiency, and government 
eid mean that Europe can, produce at a much 
lower cost than the United States, which pays the 
highést’ wages in the world, which has developed 
efficiency orly in miserably few industries, and 
« Which does. not believe in government aid. 

This in turn means that unless there is an ar- 


3 | ac corrective American industry will suffer, 


and that because of scarce employment American 
labor wir either have to get along with lower 
wages or none at all. 

‘The war is our present protection. The Republi- 
can protective tariff is all that can take its place

in this way they are not using common sense. 


THE OTHER SIDE OF THE LEDGER. 
The cost of living does not greatly worry the 
joyous munitions manufacturer, who is making 
eight or ten times as much money as he ever 
made before. He is an enthusiastic believer in 
Mr. Wlison’s “ prosperity”; it has reached him, 
and he cares not how many it has missed. 

But the salaried man does not feel so jubilant. 
His pay is no higher than it was a year ago, but 
his expenses are enormously higher—54 per cent 
higher, according to figures for a family in mod- 
erate circumstances compiled by a Tun reader 
the other day. How does that salaried man feel 
about Mr, Wilson's “ prosperity "? 

The housewife does not rejoice from the house- 
tops. She is the one who has to pay twice as 
much for her flour or three times as much for her 
potatoes as before the war. Her allowance has not 
increased noticeably. Her expenses have risen all 
along the line. This Wilson brand of “ prosperity ” 
does not cause her to-sing a single hallelujah. 

The price of flour continues to rise. The coal 
industry organ, Black Diamond, after at · 
tention to advances of 100 and 200 per cent, and 
attributing it largely to our exportation of coal 
instead of storing it, prognosticates a “more com- 
plex rather than more simple” situation. That is 
a euphemism for informing the miserable consum- 
er that coal will be even higher. 

The war has helped many industries, but it has 
done savage things to the ultimate consumer who 
is on an unchanged salary. We may as well 
realize that the war brings us something besides 
“ prosperity.” r

President Johnson of the American 
league expressed the opinion yesterday 
that President Tener's utterances might 
have influenced Lannin to get out of

made to remedy the damare that the 
less of Owner Lannin would mean to 
the game, and this without reflecting in 
any way on the character or sportsman- 
ahip of the men with whom he had ar- 
ranged the deal for the pure“ ase of the 
dlub. 

In announcing the sale of his fran- 
lese Joe Lannin explained he was too 
much of a fan to own a ball club, but 
that is not true,” President Johnson 
anid. “We want fans in control of our 
dubs. I learned with regret of Joe 
Lannin’se determination to retire from 
the game, to which he has been a 
credit

“I am seeking information now as 
te whether or not the criticism from 
the National league sources had any- 
thing to do with Mr. Lannin's decigion 
te sell his club and if so f: may not 
be too late to retain him as a member 
of the Aermican league. 

“Nothing in this is any reflection 
whatever on the men whim Mr. Lannin 
has interested in the club, Personally 
I do not know any reason why they 
would not be wholly acceptable if we 
find Mr. Lannin sincere and uninflu- 
enced in his desire to sell the Red Sox.”
